Railtoads Believe Proposed De- 
crease of Tariff on Coal Is

The Municipal Bridge and: Terminal 
Commission is to hold further meetings 
during the next few days to digest the 
compromise proposition which was sub- 
mitted Friday by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Terminal Association and 
the representatives of the Eastern rail- 
roacis. 

The digestive process will be assisted 
by a special Railroad Committee con- 
sisting of President. McChesney of the 
Terminal, General Traffic Manager Ives 
of the Wabash and General Freight 
Agent Hodgdon of the Pennsylvania. 

The compromise offered by the rail- 
roads is a St. Louis bill of lading and 
reduction of the arbitrary tolls. 

With the proposition for the compro- 
mise the railroads have submitted a 
statement intended to impress the mem- 
bers of the commission that the reduc- 
tions they offer in lieu of the abolish- 
ment of the arbitrary are very ex- 
tensive. 

It is to be the business of the Rail- 
road Committee to expatiate upon these 
reductions from time to time at the 
meetings of the commission. 

Reductions Kept Secret. 

Neither the members of the commia- 
sion nor the representatives of the rail- 
roads will tell what these reductions are. 
The reason they give is the fear that 
if-the terms of the compromise sought 
should become public before the com- 
mission has prepared its report to the 
Municipal Assembly,. an agreement 
might be retarded. 

Tt is thought that one o fthe lures held 
out to the commission which is expected 
to influence public sentiment favorably 
toward the compromise is a reduction 
of the bridge arbitrary tolls on. coal, 
Considerable time was spent at the

“Detail special patrolmen on each 
beat,’ said Chief Kiely, “In addition to 
the details I have orc-red, and tell them 
to get ‘held up’ if possible. 

Chief Desmond detailed 18 special men 
in what have come to be known as the 
“hold-up districts.’’ Not that he regards 
the situation as serilous—no, from the 
standpoint of the expert, Chief Des- 
mond says, the thugs and burglars now 
actively at work are mere amateurs. 

“Tt is clearly evident,’’ Chief Desmond 
said, ‘“‘that this work is not belng done 
by professionals, but by inexperienced 
tramps and other worthless characters 
who aré forced to it by want and the 
cold. The work of the recent highway- 
men is rough, and there is every rea- 
son to believe that they are not ‘old 
heads’ at the business.”’ 

Were “Rough” With Him.

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—The Herald to- 
day prints the following: ‘‘Because ior 
the second time the Delta Kappa Epsi- 
lon fraternity refused to grant a re- 
quest. which he had made, President 
Roosevelt declined to send a letter to 
be read at the banquet of the fifty- 
ninth annual convention, held in the 
grand ball-room of the Waldorf-Asto- 
ria last night. Instead of the letter, 
only a formal telegram of regret was 
received. 

“It was not even read by the chair- 
man, Col. John J. McCook, although a 
hundred other telegrams and _ letters 
from persons unable to be present were 
read. 

“The immediate cause of President 
Roosevelt’s refusal to send a more cor- 
dial communication was the adverse de- 
cision of the convention on an applica- 
tion tO grant a charter to Georgetown 
University, which application had re- 
ceived the indorsement of the Presi- 
dent. 

“On Thursday President Roosevelt, 
who is a memter of an expelled Har- 
vard chapter, sent a formal letter con- 
taining in stereatyped form an expres- 
sion of his regret that he was unable 
to be present. So formal was the let- 
ter that it was at once decided to send 
a delegate to Washington to urge that 
Mr. Roosevelt replace the letter with 
another which would make better read- 
ing at the banquet. 


Messenger Sent to President. 


“Howard 8. Harrington of the Delta 
Kappa Epsilon of Columbia University 
was the delegate sent. He went to 
Washington on Thursday afternoon and 
saw the President at the White House. 
He told Mr. Roosevelt that the ban- 
quet would be the largest fraternity din- 
ner ever held in this country; it would 
be fitting that its most distinguished 
member should, if not able to be pres- 
ent, at ieast send a letter couched in 
more cordial terms than the one which 
had been sent. i 

“Mr. Harrington returned to New 
York and told the convention that Mr. 
Roosevelt would send a letter which 
would be more satisfactory. The letter 
was not sent, or at any rate it was not 
received and the principal greeting from 
an absent member which was read at 
the banquet was from Whitelaw Reid, 
the president of the New York Society. 


Roosevelt Réquest Rejected. 


“The former occasion on which a re- 
quest of President Roosevelt was re- 
fused by the fraternity was in 1892, 
when Mr. Roosevelt. Henry Cabot 
Lodge of Massachusetts, and former 
Secretary of the Navy John D. Long, 
appeared before it to urge the claims of 
the Dixie Club of Harvard, which had 
been expelied, to reinstatement. 

‘The Dixie Club had been expelled be- 
cause it was alleged that Harvard had 
adopted the European policy of open 
clubs as against the licy of seclusion 
urged by the Delta Kappa Epsilon.”

Noise Made by the Tamperer 
in Church Attracted 
the Father. 


The steel safe, invented by Father 
Joseph R. Watson, assistant pastor of 
Bt. Mathew’s parish, and used as a 
poor box in the .church, 2710 North 
Sarah street, successfully resisted the 
efforts of Casimir fElwich to rifle it 
Thursday, when the noise of his at- 
tempts attracted the priest's attention 
and ended in the man’s capture. 

The poor .box wus designed by Father 
Watson after one formerly in use‘in the 
church had been robbed in September, 
iys. It is the only one of the sort in 
st. Louis. The receptacle is of steel and 
has three coverings, the outer of which 
was forced open by Eiwich by means 01 
a chisel and hatchet. 

The inner lids, secured by padlocks, 
held $21.40, which represented the sum 
donated for the poor of thé parish.

“It is easy to obtain materiai as to 
the causes of these 8 suicides,” said 
Senator Howe today, ‘‘but the difficultv 
in providing safeguards for the future 
can readily be appreciated.

“Publicity through the medium of the 
press can be made a possible check up- 
on the epidemic. If it becomes known 
there is some organization like our com- 
mesion, ready to hear the stories of. 
the despondent and to offer whatever aid 
we can, many heavily burdened may 
find relief and hope when these can be 
obtained nowhere else. 

Purpose of the Board. 


“This is not at present our purpose. 
We were appointed first to find out the 
causes of self-destruction in the past 
and then, second, to suggest, if possible 
any deterrent measures for the future. 

“Since our appointment we have re- 
ceived an astonishing number of let- 
ters from the despondent and they are 
pathetic in the extreme. No, I can- 
not give these letters for publication; 
at least, not at present. Some cf them, 
without the signatures. may be made 
public by us in our report. You can 
rest assured, though, that they would 
touch the heart of a stone and none of 
use has forgotten them. 

Chief Cause—Despondency. 

“The causes of the recent epidemic? 
In these days of seemingly universal 
prosperity it will doubtless be astonish- 
ing that the leading motive is despond- 
ency because of lack of work, but it is 
eo. Nothing is so depressing to any- 


body as inability to support those de- 


pending upon you, and our figures go to 
ghow that by far the largest percentage 
of the 8 suicides are in this column. 
Drink Ranks Second. 

- “Next is drink. with all its attendant 
evils. Nothing, we fear, can prevent 
such a case, but rigid laws against sell- 
ing liquor to cenfirmed drunkards, and

“Third in| rank come family troubles 
of various kinds. Here again is a vast 
problem.

“When our report is made public we 
hope that it will prove a vehicle for 
the relief of the despondent. Whether 
this hope will be justified only the fu- 
ture can tell, but we look confidently 
to the charitable publicéto bring about 
this much-desired end.”’ 


Grand Werk, Says Tom Johnson. 


“It is the grandest work ever at- 
tempted here,’’ said Mayor Johnson, in 
Speaking of the commission. The com- 
mission's primary object is to prevent 
suicide. Suicides and attempted suicides 
are not-always proof of insanity, though 
the fact of self-destruction always sug- 
gests it. -I do not hesitate to say that 
insane persons frequently commit S8ul- 
cide, but the deed does not necessarily 
indicate an unbalanced mind. 

“The increased number of such deaths 
recently must be considered along with 


the increase of population and the 
strenuous eiforts necessary to maintain 
existence today. ‘Ihe foreign element, 
which 18 growing rapidly, must also ve 
remenibered. immigrants. after their 
arrival, become homesicé, when the rosy 
idéus of America, brought with them 


‘from the old country, are dissipated. i 


think it is safe to say that 60 per cent 
of suicides here belong to the foreign 
element. Alcoholism is certainly the 
basis of a large percentage of insanity, 
but I should not connect it to that ex- 
tent with suicide. Worry from any 
cause whatever, and low, nervous con- 
dition, are chiefly responsible. 

“This commission will investigate 
these conditions, and wherever possible 
will render such assistance as will make 
the victim of melancholy see the bright- 
er side of life. Each of these men has 
had much experience’ in | soc!lological 
work, and is well fitted for this particu- 
lar task."’ 


Appeals to Commissioners.

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WHAT ST. LOUIS WANTS. 

One of the clearest expositions of the iniquities 
of the bridge and terminal monopoly in St. Louis 
was contained in the article by Chester Arthur 
Legg, published in the Boston Evening Tran- 
script. Pointing out specifically the injustice placed 
upon St. Louis by the bridge arbitrary, citing con- 
vincing instances of rates, and showing how it 
grossly discriminated against St. Louis in favor 
of East St. Louis and of large Western cities, 
Mr. Legg remarks. 

“It is when we see this bridge charge plastered 
upon every shipment of goods from the jobbers of 
St. Louis to local points in Southern and Central 
Illinois, however, that we see its iniquity.” 

It is this iniquity which is such a deadly obsta- 
cle to St. Louis business in local territory and an 
obstructive condition to any territory which it af- 
fects that must be wiped out. Every shipment from 
St. Louis must be freed from the plaster of the 
bridge arbitrary.

2. St. Louis bills of lading, issuéd voluntarily by 
the railroads on St. Louis shipments from all] points. 

3. Delivery in St. Louis, with yards and ware- 
houses adequate for St. Louis traffic; that is, St. 
Louis made the basing point of St. Louis rates, 
which must be the same on both sides of the river.

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ABOUT TURKEYS. 

Now that turkeys by the thousand are 
being fattened against the coming of 
Thanksgiving Day, it is only fair to 
give the noble bird all honor possible, 
considering that it bears by accident the 
name of an alien land and has been 
cruelly traduced at various times in its 
history. 

When Hernando Cortez conquered 
Mexico in 1520 he found several thous- 
ands of these noble birds strolling about 
the courtyard of the great palace of the 
luckless Emperor Montezuma, and 
promptly sent some of them to Spain, a 
service to civilization that seems hardly 
to have been recognized fittingly, mis- 
taken historians emphasizing his feats 
of arms rather than his gift to Epicurus. 

In 1524 the first mention of turkeys in 
England is noted, and evidently they 
were brought to Hurope by merchants 
who came by way of the Levant, a con- 
fusion of the West Indies and East In- 
dies resulting in the bestowal of a 
wrong name. 

The present French name of dindes 
and dindons show that they were be- 
lieved to have come from the Indies. By 
1541 English gourmets had realized the 
value of the turkey and a rule was pro- 
mulgated by Archbishop Cranmer pro- 
hibiting the serving of more than one 
at a feast. Fourteen years later they 
had become so common that records 
show they were sold for as little as four 
shillings each, and by 1573. well-to-do 
farmers were accustomed to serve them 
for Christmas and other state occag- 
ions. 


A book published in Paris in 1578 
gravely announced on the authority of 
the best physicians of the time that 
turkey’s eggs were a cause of leprosy, 
but it is pretty safe to say that any 
fear of such {ll consequences will not 
be likely to change the Thanksgiving 
customs of America or cause any con- 
siderable number to refrain from paying 
their devoirs to King Turkey on that 
festal day. 


| LONG-STANDING GRIEVANCE. 


From the New York Evening Post. 
President Roosevelt is evidently look- 
ing for no compromise with the rail- 
roads. His direction to the Attorney- 
General to bring suit against the Termi- 
nal Railroad Association of St. Louis, 
on the ground that it is a monopoly, op- 
erating in violation of its enab'ing 
charter, will be regarded in certain 


{ senatorial and railroad circles as throw- 


ing down a new gauntlet. There is no 
sound reason for that view, however. 
The grievance is one of long standing. 
Two years ago it was brought to the 
attention of the Administration by the 
Attorney-General of Missouri. But it 
dragged along under Secretary Root, 
who passed it over with the War De- 
partment, where jurisdiction was 
thought to He, to Secretary Taft. He 
finally decided that he could do nothing, 
but recommended a suit by the law offi- 
cers of the Administration. This Mr. 
Roosevelt has now ordered, as in the 
due course of business; and no one can 
deny that there are important questions 
of law and public policy involved, 
which ought to be decided as soon as 
may be by the courts.

Indictment Charges 
Cash Payment of $500 
in St. Louis. 





ESCAPED JAIL BEFORE 





Defects in Indictments Brought 
Case Near Limita- 
tion Time. 


United States Senator Joseph R. Bur- 
ton of Kansas was indicted by the 
Federal grandjury Friday on a charge 
of having accepted money for using his 
influence in behalf of the Rialto Grain 
and Securities Co. The indctment was 
the third returned since 1908. 

Further prosecution would have been 
barred after Nov. 18, under the statute 
of Imitation. 

Senator Burton bas not been arrested, 
heing out on his own recognizance in 
the sum of $5000, 

The money is alleged to have been 
paid during a Postoff ce investigation of 
fraud charges against the company. 

The new indictment makes no men- 
tion of the checks, but charges a cash 
payment of $500 to Senator Burton in St. 
Louis. -It consists of elght counts. 

On the first trial Senator Burton was 


sentenced to 18 ménths in Iron County 
Jail and a fine. of $8 He appealed 
ind the dec'sion was reversed 
Uinited States Supreme Court.

Chicago Man Author of Resolu- 
tion for 14 Foot Ship 
Channel. 


The screaming of many whistles greet- 
ed the approach of the harbor boat 
Mark Twain, bringtng Oongressman 
William Lorimer and his party of col- 
leagues under Eads Bridge at 10:45 a 
m. Saturday. 

The Mark Twain bearing committees 
from the ‘Business Men's League and 
the. Merchants’ Exchange, ieft the foot 
of Market street at 10 o’clock to meet 
the yacht Remirrol in which Congress- 
man Lormer of Chicago, Howard M 
Snapp of Joliet, Joseph V. Graff of 
Peoria and Henry T. Rainey of Carrol- 
ton had journeyed from Chicago. 
through the drainage canal and the 
Illinois and Mississippi rivers to St 
Touis. 

Congressman Martin B. Madden of 
Chicago had to return home from a 
point north of St. Louis and was no 
aboard the yacht. He will join his 
fellow Congressmen here. 

The little Remirrol steamed alongside 
the Mark Twain just below the Mer- 
chans’ Bridge and made fast, and her 
passengers climbed aboard the harbor 
boat.

and Business Men's League, ready to 
welcome the voyagers.

While a rece.t.on to the four Con- 
gressmen was in progress in the cap- 
tain's quarters, the Mark Twain 
steamed toward the city. When the 
harbor boat approached O'Fallon street 
all the whistles on tugs and ferries were

way. 

After a short visit to East St. Louis, 
wehere addresses on the subject of the 
canal will be delivered, the congression- 
al party will continue their voyage 
southward.

Your Own Telephone. 


As the Bell Telephone is in use in 
practically every residence and busi-- 
ness house in St. Louis, it naturally 
follows that the number of messages 
every day nas assumed astounding pro- 
portions. A few seconds lost here and 
there make a total delay throughout 
the day which could be largely obvi- 
ated if everybody would use the in- 
strument properly and be considerate 
of the time of others who are kept 
waiting. 

The chief source of delay is in call- 
ing some one in some otner part of the 
build’ ng to the phone, leaving the re- 
ceiver off the hook often for ten or fif- 
teen minu'es. A much better way 
would be to give your number and have 
your party call you up if you know 
him to be at some distance from the 
phone. 

Place the receiver close against the 
ear, and the lips directly in front of 
and close to tne mouthpiece of the 
transmitter.

Answer all calls promptly, g'ving 
your telephone number or name in- 
stead of arguing and saying, “Who is 
this ?’ 

In case you give or are given a 
wrong number a disconnect may be 
xiven instantly ins‘ead of at the end 
of a more or less forced conversation, 
‘f you will call your name before be- 
ginning your message. 

Give your number “One-four- five- 
six” instead of “Fourteen-fifty-six,” 
and avoid misunderstandings. 

There is a golden rule to be shentdli 
and a few seconds lopped off here and 
there will make a great difference in 
promptness of service.
